.There are many obstacles 
yet to be encountered before 
foreign aid appropriations In 
tills amount are approved by 
the Congress. 

. The reluctance of the 
Congress to provide foreign 
aid to nations whose friend- 
ship is in' question was Indi- 
cated recently when the 
House of Representatives 
gave overwhelming approval 
to an amendment barring fur- 
ther aid to Nasser and the 
United Arab Republic. While 
this restriction was later re- 
versed, due to Executive 
pressures, the attitudes of 
the Congress remain sub- 
stantially the same. The re- 
sult is that foreign aid in the 
form of funds or goods Is apt 
to be sharply curtailed for 
tiiose nations which have tol- 
erated or engaged In hostile 
conduct toward the United 
Slates. 

Another impediment to for- 
eign aid this year is the ad- 
verse balance of payments 
dilemma in our country. This 
development has placed the 
'Administration in an awk- 
ward position when demand- 
ing large "commitments of 
foreign aid which obviously 
impair our balance of pay- 
ments position.

endless unilateral foreign aid 
grants which began with the 
Marshall Plan in 1040, and 
which some recipient nations 
expect the American taxpay- 
ers to provide annually— ad 
infinitum, Statements of Sen- 
ators Wayne Morse of Ore- 
gon and J. William Futlbright 
of Arkansas, Congressman 
Otto Passman, of Louisiana 
and other Members of Con- 
gress indicate that the whole 
subject of foreign aid may 
soon undergo a complete re- 
appraisal and reorganization. 

There is a definite trend 
toward multilateral ,aid pro- 
grams in lieu of aid provided 
by our nation alone. In ad- 
dition, loans — including long- 
term loans and low interest- 
instead of outright grants aro 
the present trend in the for- 
eign aid field. The strongest 
proof of this development 
came recently when the 
House of Representatives 
voted overwhelmingly to au- 
thorize n /i of a bllflon dollars 
for the Inter-American De- 
velopment Bank for "loans*' 
to friendly South American 
countries. The contribution 
of the United States Is aug- 
mented by $150 million pro- 
vided to this fund by various 
South American nations. The 
loans will bear interest and 
there is every assurance that 
they will be repaid. 

Tilts Is the new approach 
to foreign aid toward which 
both the Administration and 
the Congress appear to he 
moving. The long-range ef- 
fect of this change should be 
encouraging to the American 
taxpayer. Tho Impact of such 
loans on our balance of pay- 
ment should be modest. The 
mutual respect which such a 
program can and will goner- 
ate promises to be one of 
tho healthiest developments 
of our current foreign rela- 
tions.
